Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  1913. 


A.— -Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  DIstrlot. 

The  district,  situated  in  the  South-West  portion  of  the 
County  of  Durham,  is  roug'hly  triangular  in  shape  with  the 
apex  of  the  triangle  towards  the  West  and  the  base  towards 
the  East;  the  longer  axis  being  from  East  to  West.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  Crook,  Willington,  and  Spennymoor 
Urban  Districts;  on  the  East  by  Sedgefield  Rural  District,  on 
the  South  by  Barnard  Castle  and  Darlington  Rural  Districts 
and  Shildon  Urban  District,  on  the  AVest  by  Barnard  Castle 
Rural  District,  and  on  the  North-West  by  Weardale  Rural 
District. 

The  district,  one  of  the  most  populous  Rural  Sanitary 
districts  in  the  County,  has  an  area  of  57,334  acres  (including 
Land  and  Inland  water).  The  surface  of  the  district  is  undul- 
ating, the  altitude  varying  from  171  feet  to  1133  feet  above 
Ordnance  Datum. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  district  is  underlaid  by  the  coal 
measures.

Population. 

The  population  enumerated  in  the  district  at  the  census 
of  1901  was  51,505,  at  the  census  of  1911,  58,338,  and  the 
estimated  population  for  1913,  based  on  the  intercensal  increase, 
was  59,997. 

In  the  1912  report  was  given  two  tables  showing  respect- 
ively the  population  for  each  Civil  Parish,  and  a detailed 
classification  of  the  number  of  buildings  in  the  district  at  the 
census  of  1911. 

The  following  table  gives  the  age  and  sex  incidence  of 
the  population  of  the  district  as  enumerated  at  the  last  census. 
With  the  following  exceptions: — \inder  5,  5 — 15,  85  years  and 
upwards,  the  district  has  an  excess  male  population  for  all 
the  quinquennial  periods,  whereas  England  and  AVales  has  an 
excess  female  population,  except  for  the  three  quimiuennial 
periods,  under  5,  5 — 10,  and  10 — 15  : —

OCCUPATION. — Unfortunately  the  census  returns  do  not 
give  separate  figures  for  the  Auckland  Rural  District,  but  the 
figures  published  by  the  Home  Office  in  1911  showed  that  at 
that  time  there  were  13,213  persons  employed  associated 
with  the  coal  mines,  10,196  underground  and  3,017  above 
ground,  but  no  doubt  a number  of  these,  although  working 
ia  the  Auckland  Rural  District,  resided  in  the  neighbouring 
Urban  Districts. 

Coal  mining  and  its  associated  industries  form  the  chief 
occupation  of  the  inhabitants. 

SIZE  OE  EAMILY. — Eor  census  purposes  persons 
entitled  to  receive  a schedule  were  regarded  as  heads  of  families, 
these  being : “(a)  Every  head  of  a family  occupying  the  whole 
or  part  of  a house  or  flat,  (b)  Every  separate  lodger  occupjdng 
a room  or  rooms  in  a house  or  flat  (where  two  or  more  lodgers 
shared  a room  or  rooms  they  were  treated  for  census  purposes 
as  a single  family,  (c)  Every  resident  caretaker  of  a house  to 
be  let,  of  a shop  or  of  other  business  premises,  or  of  a public 
building,  (d)  Every  outdoor  servant  (with  or  withoiit  family) 
occupying  separately  any  buildings  or  rooms  in  a biiilding, 
such  as  a lodge,  gardener’s  cottage,  dwelling  rooms  over  a 
coach-house  or  stable,  etc.,  which  is  detached  from  the  house 
to  which  it  belongs,  or  has  no  internal  communication  there- 
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with,  (e)  EA'ery  resident  proprietor,  manager,  or  head  of  an 
hotel,  ehib,  business  establislinient,  school,  etc.  (/')  The  chief 
resident  officer  of  every  institution.  ((/)  The  master  or  person 
in  charge  of  every  barge,  boat,  or  other  vessel. 

“The  families  nnder  headings  (a)  to  (t/)  have  been  treated 
as  “ private  families,”  those  under  heading  (e)  as  “ private  ” 
only  when  the  domestic  members  of  the  occupier’s  family 
exceed  the  non-domestic  {i.e.,  trade  servants,  visitors,  scholars, 
etc.),  and  those  under  headings  (f)  and  (g)  have  been  treated 
as  “ non-private  families.” 

” A dwelling  ” or  “ tenement  ” is  “a  place  in  which 
any  person  entitled  to  receive  a schedule  usually  lives.” 


Based  on  the  above  two  definitions,  the  following  table 
gives  in  detail  the  number  of  private  families  of  various  sizes 
in  tenements  of  various  sizes : — 
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two  rooms,  2fi45  in  toiieineiils  of  throe  rooms,  and  so  on.  The  5-t  families  enninerated  in  tenements  of  one  room  included  20 
consistinfi'  of  oiie  ix'rsoji  eardi,  9 of  two  persons  each,  15  of  thiee  i)ersons  each,  and  so  on,  and  contained  an  ag'g'rop'ato 
population  of  ]-j2.  The  2,909  families  enumerated  in  tenenients  of  two  rooms  included  131  consisting  of  one  person 
each,  530  of  twct  persons  each,  and  so  on;  and  of  the  286  families  of  one  person,  20  oocnpied  tenements  of  one  room.

The  family  of  four  persons  contains  the  highest  proportion 
of  the  popnlation  (16  per  cent),  next  in  order  being  the  families 
of  five  persons  (15.9  per  cent),  six  persons  (14.9  per  cent),  the 
fignres  being  in  almost  similar  proportion  and  order  as  those 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.

In 
the  district  there  are  24.9  per  cent,  of  the  population  living 
with  more  than  two  persons  per  room,  in  the  administrative 
countv  of  Durham  28.5  per  cent.,  and  in  England  and  Wales 
only  9.1  per  cent. 
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rooH-LAW  R1']]AK1'.— Tlie  cuul  strike  of  1912  resultod 
ill  an  increased  yraiit  ol  oiildoor  relief. 

The  table  uii  paye  28  gi\-es  the  fiyures  for  each  of  the 
t\\o  financial  years  eiuliny  the  dOth  September,  1913,  and  the 
rate  levied  per  i'l  for  the  year  ending  31.st  March,  1913.  The 
table  shows  a decided  fall  in  tlie  ainoxint  for  1913  compared 
with  that  of  1912.  This  is  most  marked  for  the  township  of 
Mscomb,  witli  an  outdoor  I'clief  grant  for  1912  equivalent  to 
9/91-  per  person  living  in  the  township,  as  against  G/3  for 
1913,  still  an  exceptionally  high  figure.  The  conditions  in 
this  township  are  iiifluenced  by  the  circumstances  of  Witton 
I’ark,  and  as  a part  of  it  is  also  situated  in  the  civil 
parish  of  Wittou-le-Wear,  the  outdoor  relief  in  the  latter 
parisli  is  influenced  to  the  extent  of  being  equivalent  to  5/4| 
per  head  of  the  population  as  against  1/9-1  for  the  whole  dis- 
trict. IVhen  it  is  considered  that  people  living  in  these  two 
townships  were  granted  in  outdoor  relief  alone  for  the  three 
years  ending  3Uth  September,  1913,  £0,583  Is.  lOd,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  add  that  the  conditions  of  Witton  Park  (I 
daresay  most  of  the  relief  went  to  persons  in  residence  there) 
as  it  exists  at  present  is  responsible  for  a substantial  proportion 
of  the  poor  rate  levied.  The  village  with  low  rented  houses 
(some  unfit  for  humaii  habitation,  many  barely  so)  attracts 
persons  most  in  need  of  outdoor  relief,  and  looked  at  from  a 
puiely  bnancial  aspect  tlie  (piestion  is  whether  it  would 
ultimately  prove  more  economical  to  remove  the  conditions 
that  attract  these  undesirable  tenants,  or  contiinie  to  pay  this 
excessive  sum  yearly  in  outdoor  relief.

B.— Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

THE  WATER  SURREY  is  mainly  from  two  service 
reservoirs  belongiug  to  the  Weardale  and  Consett  Water 
Company.  The  reservoirs  are  : Waskerley  (capacity  450  million 
gallons),  situated  1,178  feet  above  Ordnance  datum,  and  Tun- 
stall  (capacity  520  million  gallons)  situated  720  feet  above 
Ordnance  datum ; the  water  of  the  former  has  the  property  of 
acting  on  lead,  but  this  is  counteracted  by  the  addition  of 
L cwt.  of  quick  lime  to  every  million  gallons.  The  supply  is 
constant  aiid  is  a good  xipland  surface  water. 

Localities  and  dwellings  not  supplied  by  the  above  com- 
pany are  : Dwellings  in  tbe  Civil  Rarishes  of  South  Bedburn 
(population  220),  Hamsterley  (pop.  425),  Windlestone  (pop. 
188),  Bolain  (pop.  124),  and  190  (approximately)  outlying 
scattered  dwellings.  These  depend  upon  springs  and  wells  for 
their  water  supply. 

(Note: — I understand  the  Weardale  and  Consett  AVater 
Company  made  investigations  and  found  that  the  pre.ssure  in 
the  mains  was  not  sufficient  to  carry  the  water  as  high  as 
Bolam). 

Part  of  the  Civil  Parish  of  Lynesack  and  Softley  is 
supplied  from  the  water  works  of  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural 
District.  A small  number  of  houses  in  the  township  of 
St.  Andrew’s,  Auckland,  is  supplied  froju  the  water  works  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Auckland. 

In  Newton  Cajo  50  homses  were  found  without  a sulficient 
water  supply  owing  to  defects  in  the  distributing  water  main, 
which  has  since  been  remedied.  Six  houses  in  AVest  Auck- 
land were  found  to  be  without  a proper  water  supply,  but 
owing  to  other  defects  representations  were  made*  under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act,  1909, 
regarding  these  bouses.  One  house  in  Byers  Oreen  was  found 
to  be  supplied  by  a spring  in  the  cellar. 


Three  houses  ;it  f)hl  Cold  Kuoi  Colliery  are  withoTii  a 
proper  water  supply,  but  the  owners  have  promised  to  have  the 
houses  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  AVeardale  and  Consett 
Water  Company. 

POLLliTlON  UC  UIVEKS  AND  STKEAMS.— In  a coal 
mining  district  sm  h as  the  Auckhr.ul  Kural  District  more  or 
less  pollution  is  inevitable  from  the  J53’e-products  associated 
with  such  industry.  The  District  Council  of  late  years  have 
constructed  sewage  purification  works  in  connection  with 
populous  centres  and  a number  are  now  under  construction. 
Further  particulars  of  these  works  are  given  under  Drainage 
and  Sewerage. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEAVERAGE.— AVith  the  exception 
of  scattered  hamlets  and  dwellings,  the  following  Civil  Parishes 
are  sewered:  St  Andrew’s  Auckland,  St.  Helen’s  Auckland, 
AVest  Auckland,  North  Bedburn,  Byers  Green,  Coundon, 
Coundon  Grange,  Eldon,  Evenwood  and  Barony,  Escomb, 
Hamsterley,  Hunwick  and  Helmington,  Helmiugton  Row, 
Aliddlest  one,  M err.ngton  (parts  not  oF  modern  construction), 
Aliddridge  (part  not  of  modern  construction),  Newfiehl, 
AA'indlestone  and  AA^itton-le-AVear. 

The  Civil  Parishes  not  sewered  are:  South  Bedburn  (iioj). 
22b),  Binchester  (pop.  50),  Bolam  (pop.  124),  L^mesack  and 
Softley  (pop.  2, TOO),  Aliddridge  (pop.  452),  Aliddridge  Grange 
(pop.  79)  and  AATiitworth  AA^ithout  (pop.  77). 

Sewage  Disposal  works  are  provided  for  the  following  Civil 
Parishes  (exclusive  of  scattered  hamlets  and  dwellings) : St. 
Andrew’s  Auckland,  North  Bedburn,  Byers  Green,  Coundon, 
Coundon  Grange,  Eldon,  Hamsterley,  Helminglon  Row  (not 
foj'  Sunnybrow),  Aliddlestone,  Alerrington,  Newfiehl,  Pollard's 
Jjands,  AVesterton,  and  AA^itton-le-AVear. 

The  following  Purification  AVorks: — Evenwood  South  End 
(^for  dealing  wilh  sew'age  from  part  of  Evenwood);  Gaunless 
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\'alley  (foi’  dealiug  with  sowagp  from  SI  Helens,  West  xVuck- 
laml,  and  parts  of  St  Anilrew  and  Hvonwood  townships);  and 
lEiniwick  (for  dealing  with  sewage-  from  ITnnwick)  were  com- 
pleted or  about  to  be  completed  towards  tlic  end  of  1913. 

That  for  the  village  of  AVitton  Park  was  in  progress 
towards  the  beginning  of  1914. 

The  lerovision  of  Sewage  AVorks  for  dealing  with  the 
sewage  from  the  village  of  Sunnybrow  was  under  considera- 
tion. 


CLOSET  ACCOAIAIODATION.— The  Eural  District 
Council  at  their  meeting  held  on  the  3rd  March,  1914,  decided 
in  futu'e  to  enforce  throughout  the  whole  district  wherever 
practicable  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907, 
Section  30  (2),  -which  the  Council  had  adopted.  3 his  means  that 
practically  all  new  houses  erec'ed  in  the  district  in  future  will 
have  to  he  provided  with  water-closets  instead  of  “ash-closets” 
as  formerly. 

'I'owards  the  end  of  1913  the  Council  served  over  one 
hundred  notices  under  Section  3G  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1870,  to  provide  water-closets  in  place  of  tin-  conservancy 
svstem  (relating  mainly  to  hous(!S  with  no  proper  access  for 
scavenging). 

During  the  year  4(!  water-(  losets  were  substituted  for  30 
ashpit  privies  and  5 ash-(dosets;  153  ashpit  privies  were  replaced 
by  197  ash-closets. 

If  in  place  of  privy-nuddens  in  the  moi-e  populous  areas  the 
Council  insi.sted  on  water-closets  in.stead  of  “ ash-clo.sets,”  it  would 
ultimately  prove  advantageous  to  all  concerned. 

'I'lie  following  table  show.s  the  a])Proximate  number  of 
closets  of  eacdi  ty])e  remaining  in  tin-  district  at  the  end  of  the 
yeaj-  and  the  number  on  tin-  conservancy  system  converted  to 
the  watei’-carriage  systt-m  classifi(‘d  according  to  townships.

Scavenging, 


la  fifteen  townships  (census  population,  48,089)  the 
scavenging  is  done  under  contract  with  the  District  Council. 
The  principle  conditions  of  contract  were  given  in  the  report 
for  1912. 

There  are  seventy  ditferent  scavengers  employed  and  it  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  that  this  method  of  performing  the 
scavenging  has  proved  to  have  many  disadvantages  especially 
in  a district  where  proper  scavenging  is  so  essential  owing  to 
the  method  of  excrement  disposal  being  mainly  on  the  con- 
servancy system. 

The  most  satisfactory  method  for  scavenging  the  district 
is  for  the  District  Council  to  undertake  the  work,  but  unfortu- 
nately this  no  doubt  would  prove  more  expensive. 

Some  of  the  drawbacks  of  the  existing  system  may  be 
enumerated  as  follows  : — 

(1)  There  are  no  covered  carts  in  use. 

(2)  Eemoval  sometimes  carried  out  at  undesirable  hours. 

(3)  Not  uncommon  for  refuse  to  be  left  in  the  vicinity  of 

houses  for  long  periods. 

(41  For  the  current  year  owing  to  the  insufficient  com- 
petition the  Council  had  to  accept  four  scavengers 
that  proved  very  unsatisfactory  in  the  past. 

(5)  Some  tips  are  not  satisfactory  and  when  tendering 
some  of  the  scavengers  do  not  give  the  situation  of 
the  proposed  tip. 

This  latter  difficulty  might  be  overcome  by  the  Council 
providing  the  “ tips,”  instead  of  the  scavengers  as  at  present. 

In  fourteen  townships  (census  population,  10,249)  the 
scavenging  is  undei'taken  by  the  owners  or  tenants. 


Tlio  following'  is  a rei)ort  by  tbe  Inspectors  on  the  manner 

in  whieli  the  scavenging  was  attended  to  during  1913. 

NO.  1 SUB-DISTRICT. 

Inspector  Liddle  reports  as  follows: — 

BEDBURN  NORTH  (snb-divided  into  eight  districts  with  five 
contractors). — “ On  the  whole  the  scavenging  was  fairly 
well  done.” 

BYERS  GrREEN  (One  district  with  one  contractor). — “ Tlu' 
scavenging  was  fairly  well  done.” 

COUNDON  (sub-divided  into  seven  districts  with  six  contrac- 
tors).— “ In  No.  1 district  (Contractor  Dawson)  tlie  work 
on  many  occasions  was  carried  out  during  prohibited  hours 
and  in  other  respects  not  in  accordance  with  the  condi- 
tions of  contract.  In  No.  6 district  (Contractor  Adam 
Davidson,  junior)  the  scavenging  was  carried  out  very 
unsatisfactory.”  “ In  the  remaining  di.stricts  in  this 
township  the  work  was  doTie  satisfactorily.” 

COUNDON  (tRANGE  (sub-divided  into  three  districts  with 
two  contractors).- — “ In  No.  I district  (Contractor  David- 
son and  vSons),  the  work  was  not  satisfactorily  done.” 

TfELMINGTON  ROW  (.sub-divided  into  six  districts  with  five 
contractors). — “ With  the  exception  of  No.  G district 
(Contractor  vStraker  and  Love)  the  work  was  satisfactorily 
done.  The  tip  for  No.  G di, strict  is  becoming  a serious 
nuisance.” 

TIUNWICE;  and  IIEL^illNGTON  (sub-divided  into  thirteen 
districts  with  foui'  contractors). — “ On  the  whole  the  work 
was  satisfactorily  done.” 

IRERRINGTON  (One  district  with  one  conlractor).- The 
work  was  not  carried  out  in  accordance'  with  the  condi- 
tions of  the  contract  (Contractor  Johnson)." 


)N]<j  (sub-divided  into  three  districts  with  3 eoii- 
traetors). — “ Tlic  work  was  satisfactory.” 

“ 111  the  seven  towusJiius  not  scavenged  under  contract 
with  tlie  Council  the  work  with  tlie  exception  of  Toronto,  in 
th(>  townshii)  of  Newton  Cap,  was  satisfactory,  although  I had 
occasionally  to  complain  regarding  Eldon  and  Newtield  town-

Inspector  Dowson  reports  as  follows : — 

ST  ANDEl'lAV’S,  AUCKLAND  (sub-divided  into  seven  dis- 
tricts with  seven  contractors). — “ In  districts  Nos.  2 and 
o (Contractors  Sowerby  and  Brenkley  and  Son),  the  work 
was  not  done  satisfactorily.” 

ST  HELEN’S,  AUCKLAND  (sub-divided  into  three  districts 
with  three  contractors). — “ The  scavenging  in  this  town- 
ship was  satisfactorily  done.” 

I'lSCOMB  (sub-divided  into  eight  districts  with  five  contractors). 
— “The  scavenging  in  this  township  has  been  done  satisfac- 
torily.” 

EVENWOOD  AND  BAKONY  (sub-divided  into  fourteen  dis- 
tricts with  thirteen  contractors). — “ The  work  of  the  con- 
tractor of  No.  4 district  (Contractor  Harrison)  has  been 
ver\'  unsatisfactory  and  not  by  any  means  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract.  The  remaining  districts 
in  this  township  were  on  the  whole  satisfactorily 
scavenged . ’ ’ 

BCLLAKD’S  LANDS  (sub-divided  into  seven  districts  wiih 
four  contractors). — “ The  scavenging  in  this  townshij)  has 
been  fairly  well  carried  out.” 

\N'EST  AUCKLAND  (sub-divided  into  eleven  districts  with 
live  contractors). — “ ddie  scavenging  of  Nos.  (i,  8,  and  9 
di.stricts  (Contractor  Jackson)  was  not  eai'ried  out  according 
to  the  conditions  of  contract.  In  the  remainiiiir  districts  of 
this  township  the  work  was  done  satisfactorily.” 


WITTON-LE-WEAR  (sub-divided  into  six  districts  with  six 
contractors).— “ With  tiie  exception  of  No.  6 district  (Con- 
tractor Guy)  the  work  was  satisfactorily  done.” 

“ In  the  townships  not  scavenged  under  contract  with  the 
Council  the  scavenging  was  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  done.” 

The  expenditure  upon  disinfectant  powder  used  by  scaven- 
gers for  the  years  1905-1913  has  exceeded  £1200.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. —During  1913  tliere  were  litty- 
twu  slaugliLer  houses  in  use  in  the  district  (two  being  licensed, 
one  in  West  Anokland  and  one  in  Eiherley,  the  remaining  being- 
registered),  as  against  sixty  during  1912.  \\  ith  few  exceptions 

the  slaughter  houses  are  in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling  houses. 

Section  169  (2)  and  (.3)  and  Section  170  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  are  applicable  to  the  whole  district  with  the 
exception  of  the  following  townships : Binchester,  Middridge 
Grange  and  Old  Park. 

The  provision  of  the  Act,  namely,  that  the  owner  or  occu- 
pier must  affix  and  keep  undefaced  in  a conspicuous  place  the 
notice:  “Licensed  Slaughter  House,”  or  “Registered 
Slaughter  House,”  as  the  case  may  he,  is  not  being  complied 
with  throughout  the  district. 

Bye-laws  were  adopted  for  slaughter  houses  in  1903. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports  systematic  inspection  of  so 
many  slaughter  houses  in  a scattered  district  is  impossible  and 
the  fact  that  no  diseased  butcher  meat  came  under  observation 
during  the  year  is  in  itself  sufficient  evidence. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.- — ^There  are  three  (two 
regi.stered)  in  the  district.  With  regard  to  one  of  the  regis- 
tered houses  a closing  order  was  made  by  the  Council  under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  Etc.,  Act, 
1909,  during  1912,  but  although  nothing  has  been  done  to 
render  the  house  fit  for  human  habitation  it  is  still  in  use 
as  a common  lodging  house. 

In  connection  with  a house  used  as  a common  lodging- 
house  without  the  same  or  keeper  being  registered,  the  Council 
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decided  to  take  legal  proceedings  unless  the  house  and  keeper 
were  registereid  within  two  months. 

Bye-laws  were  adopted  for  common  lodging  houses  in  1903. 

TENTS,  VANS,  ETC.— At  the  recent  census  there  were 
only  forty-seven  persons  enumerated  in  the  above  class  of 
dwellings,  aiad  tlie  Council  having  so  fai’  experienced  no  admin- 
istrative difficulties,  have  not  deemed  bye-laws  necessary. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. — There  are  no  bye-laws 
in  force  in  the  district. 

OEEENSIVE  TRADES. — There  are  none  in  the  district. 
The  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  relating  to  offensive 
trades  are  not  applicable  to  the  district. 

CELLAR  DWELLINGS. — There  is  no  need  for  regula- 
tions in  respect  of  underground  sleeping  rooms,  (Housing  and 
Town  Planning,  Etc.  Act,  1909,  Section  17  (7) 

Schools, 

Instead  of  resorting  to  Article  57  of  the  Code  a working 
arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  School  Medical  Officer 
to  grant  certificates  on  the  advice  of  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  both  for  the  closure  of  and  the  exclusion 
from  school. 

W ater  supply  to  the  schools  is  in  most  cases  from  the 
Weardale  and  Consett  Water  Company’s  mains. 

The  Sanitary  conveniences  provided  for  Ramshaw  School, 
Evenwood,  are  on  the  conservancy  system  and  situated  in  a 
position  difficult  of  approach  for  scavenging  purposes,  hut  the 
matter  is,  I understand,  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Educa- 
tion Authority. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  the  follow- 
ing schools  were  closed  for  the  months  specified. 
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The  schools  closed  during  1913  under  Article  45.

MILK  SUPPLY. — In  the  district  there  are  one  hundred 
and  eighty-four  registered  dairies  and  cowsheds  compared  with 
one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  in  1912.  During  the  year 
informal  notices  were  served  regarding  overcrowding  and  sani- 
tary defects  relating  to  three  cowsheds.  Two  neAv  cow.sheds  foi- 
housing  over  twenty  cattle  were  erected  at  one  farm. 

OTHER  FOODS. — During  the  year  one  consignment  of 
fish  was  condemned.  The  three  bakehouses  in  the  district 
were  found  satisfactory. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  Milk  and  Cream 
Regulations,  1912,  are  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Housing, 

The  recent  report  on  Housing  and  Town  Planning  issued 
by  the  Local  Government  Hoard  opens  with  the  following 
remarks ; — 
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“ Tlie  problem  of  the  housing  of  the  working  classes  in 
England  and  Wales  is  one  which  has  occupied  a prominent 
position  both  with  the  Public  and  with  Parliament  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  serious 
social  problems  of  the  present  day.  The  problem  resolves  itself 
into  three  main  parts.  The  first  is  concerned  in  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  existing  houses,  the  second  with 
the  provision  of  new  houses  where  recpiired,  and  the  third  with 
the  cleansing  and  improvements  of  the  slum  areas.” 

The  following  particulars  relating  to  the  district  are  con- 
cerned mainly  with  the  first  of  these : — 

In  the  report  for  1912  was  given  a table  showing  a 
detailed  classification  of  the  houses  in  the  district  at  the  la.st 
census. 

The  houses  not  in  single  occupation  being  few,  the  table 
on  page  14  of  tlie  present  report  can  be  taken  as  the  numbei- 
of  houses  in  the  district  classified  according  to  size. 

At  the  end  of  1913  it  was  Cvstimated  that  there  were  12,338 
dwelling  houses  in  the  district,  and  of  these  there  are  11,132 
within  the  limit  of  rent  applicable  to  the  district  under  Section 
14  of  The  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act,  1909  (hr. 
£16  per  annum). 

During  the  year  692  houses  were  inspected  under  and  for 
the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  The  Housing  and  Town  Planning, 
etc.  Act, 1909 — particulai's  as  to  inspection,  etc.,  according  to 
Article  5 of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  district)  Pegulations, 


Tabular  Information  and  Particulars  of  the  Inspections  made  during  the  year  1313  under 

the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910. 
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1910,  are  given  en  page  47,  and  the  entry  under  each  head- 
ing is  the  transaoti(tns  of  the  year  iindoi'  that  heading. 

During  tlie  i)ast  year  the  necessary  records  according  to 
the  Plousing  (Inspection  of  District)  IJegnlations  have  been 
kept.  These  records  are  considered  from  time  to  time  hy  the 
(jeneral  I’urposcs  Committee  who  were  ai)nointed  specially 
to  consider  housing  and  other  sanitary  matters. 

A facsimile  of  the  record  form  is  giA'en  in  the  County 
Medical  Officer’s  Deport  for  1912. 

During  the  past  year  the  houses  selected  for  inspection 
were  chiefly  those  known  or  likely  to  have  defects,  and  the 
subsequent  following  up  entailed  a comsiderahle  amount  of 
work,  and  proved  more  of  a time  consuming  process  than  the 
initial  inspections,  moreover,  this  method  of  inspection  does 
not  give  a true  index  of  the  actual  housing  conditions  in  the 
district  generally.  So  many  of  the  notices  .served  hy  the 
Council  had  not  been  ccunplied  with  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  that  the  General  Purposes  Committee  recommended  that 
instead  of  sei’ving  more  no! ices  owners  be  enforced  to  comply 
with  the  notices  already  served. 

From  an  administrative  aspect  a systematic  inspection  of 
defined  areas  as  a regular  procedure  is  ])erha]>s  preferable  to 
selecting  the  sup])osed  worst  houses  as  imeviously  carried  out. 

DOUSES  UNFIT  FOP  HITMAN  HABITATION.— As 
no  standard  of  unfitness  is  given  in  the  Act,  the  i)ersonal  factor 
comes  so  jiiuch  into  jday  and  the  procedure  for  selecting  the 
houses  for  insp{'ction  differs  in  different  districts,  that  the 
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of  one  district  can  Inirdly  be  compared  witii  those  of 
another.  *> 

It  can  easily  be  realised  that  to  iusej't  a standai’d  applicable 
to  ilie  Avhole  country  in  an  act  of  parliament  would  be  an 
exceedinpdy  difficult  matter,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  certain 
conditions  that  would  make  a liouse  \infit  should  not  be  set 
out,  for  instance  whether  back  to  back  houses  as  a whole  or 
certain  types  of  them  are  to  be  classed  as  unfit,  and  if  con- 
ditions were  set  out  with  regard  to  sleeping  rooms  wholly  or 
partly  in  the  roof  similar  to  those  in  Section  17  (7)  as  regards 
underground  sleeping  rooms  they  would  serve  as  a useful  guide 
to  many  Local  Authorities,  especially  in  the  mining  districts 
in  the  Xortb  of  England. 

The  Local  (Tovernment  Board  acting  as  an  appeal  court 
cannot  advise  Local  Authorities  on  a particular  house,  as  that 
same  house  later  might  be  the  subject  of  an  appeal. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  22  closing  orders  and 
served  30  notices  under  Section  15  of  The  Housing  and  Town 
Planning,  etc.  Act  1909;  these  are  given  in  more  detail  under 
Townshi])s.  Of  the  houses  inspected  during  the  year  and  con- 
sidered unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  in  which  no  closing 
orders  were  made: — 4 have  been  demolished,  3 were  discon- 
tinued as  dwelling  bouses,  and  3 were  vacated  and  the  owners 
undertook  not  to  i elet  them  until  made  in  all  re.specis  reasonably 
tit  h r human  habitation. 

Since  Ihe  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act  1909 
came  into  ojreration  tlie  District  Council  have  made  closing 
orders  relating  to  79  dwelling  houses,  particulars  of  which 
are  given  in  the  following  table : —

DKMOLITION. — At  the  expii'ation  ot  three  months  after 
a closing  order  has  been  made  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local 
authority  1o  consider  wliother  they  will  make  a demolition 
order.  If  the  local  authority  is  satisfied  that  the  dwelling 
house  has  not  been  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation,  and  that 
the  necessary  steps  are  not  being  taken  with  due  diligence  to 
render  it  so  fit,  the  local  authority  is  legally  bound  to  make 
a demolition  order,  but  its  operation  can  be  postponed  for  six 
months.  At  the  expiration  of  the  six  months,  if  the  local 
authority  is  satisfied  that  the  house  has  not  been  rendered 
fit  for  human  habitation,  they  have  no  legal  option  but  to 
demolish  the  dwelling  house.  This  has  not  been  carried  out 
with  regard  to  a number  of  dwelling  houses,  particulars  of 
which  are  given  in  the  foregoing  table. 

-During  the  years  1912  and  1913  there  were  1543  houses 
inspected  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act  1909.  Of  these  1510 
were  within  the  rent  applicable  to  the  district  under  Section  14 
of  the  Act  (i.e.  £16  per  annum).  Of  the  latter  237  were  con- 
sidered as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  at  the  end  of  1913, 
of  these  169  were  still  in  that  condition,  but  51  by  that  time 
were  unoccupied. 

In  addition  there  were  434,  although  not  considered  to  be 
in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  he  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  were  seriously  defective  from  the  point 
of  view  of  danger  to  health  or  structural  defaults ; and  at  the 
end  of  1913  tliere  were  391  of  tliose  still  in  such  defective 
condition. 

HOUSh-l  ACCOMMODATION. — There  are  no  vacant 
houses  in  the  following  townships ; — St  Helen  Auckland  (in 
the  vicinity  of  West  Auckland  where  there  are  vacant  houses) ; 
Binchester  (only  a small  township  of  11  houses);  Bolam  (a 
small  agidcultural  township  of  26  hoxases) ; Byers  Green; 
Coundon ; Coundon  Grange;  Eldon;  Hamsterley  (agricultural 
township  of  about  100  houses) ; Helmington  Row  (a  large 
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number  of  overcrowding  in  this  township,  but  building 
operations  active)  ; Ilunwick  and  Helmington  (in  the  vicinity 
of  Newfield  where  there  were  vacant  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year) ; Merrington ; Middridge  Grange  (only  a small  township 
of  12  houses) ; Middlestone ; Newton  Cap  (the  houses  are  owned 
by  colliery  companies,  and  are  always  kept  occupied  by  their 
workmen);  Pollard’s  Lands  (a  number  of  houses  occupied  by 
men  working  outwith  the  township)  ; South  Bedburn  (only 
50  houses,  mainly  farms) ; Westerton  (no  known  demand  for 
houses);  Whitworth  Without  (only  a small  township  of  17 
houses) ; Windlestone  ■ (only  a small  agricultural  township  of 
40  houses). 

In  the  following  townships  there  are  vacant  houses,  but 
owing  to  no  great  demand  these  houses  have  not  been  kept  in 
repair: — St  Andrew'  Auckland;  Escomb  (a  large  number); 
Evenwood  and  Barony ; Lynsack  and  Softley  (a  large  number) ; 
West  Auckland;  Witton  le  Wear  (a  large  number). 

In  the  township  of  Newfield,  owing  to  the  closing  down  of 
a colliery,  a number  of  houses  have  become  vacant. 

The  following  townships  have  vacant  houses  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation : — St  Andrew  Auckland 
and  West  Auckland. 

OVERCROWDING. — On  page  26  is  given  the  popu- 
lation living  under  various  conditions  of  room  accommodation 
in  the  district  at  the  time  of  the  last  census. 

During  the  year  in  25  cases  the  conditions  were  such  that 
administrative  action  was  deemed  necessary,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  14  of  these  had  been  abated. 

In  the  townships  of  Byers  Green  and  Helmington  Row, 
owing  to  all  the  available  houses  being  occupied,  it  was  found 
difficult  to  get  known  overcrowded  cases  abated. 
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The  following  table  gives  in  detail  the  population  living 
under  various  conditions  of  room  accoinniodation  in  the  houses 
inspected  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act  1909,  for  the  year 
J9L3,  classified  according  to  townships  (there  were  29  in  which 
no  record  was  kept)  : — 
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Ni^W  HOUSES. — During  tlie  year  122  new  houses  were 
erected,  and  37  were  in  cour.se  of  erection  (witli  ihe  exception 
of  6 all  were  for  the  working  classes.

SUPERVISION  OVER  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
NEW  HOUSES  IN  RELATION  TO  BYE-LAWS.— New 
bye-laws  relating  to  new  streets  and  buildings  were  approved 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1903.  These  were  amended 
with  regard  to  width  of  back  street  and  height  of  rooms  in 
1910. 

All  plans  are  considered  by  the  Plans  Committee,  and  if 
the  building  is  erected  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws  the 
Sanitary  Siirveyor  grants  a certiticatc  of  habitation. 

Si.  Andrew  Aurhland. — The  houses  at  Coppycrooks 
given  in  the  1912  anniial  report  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
has  been  the  subject  of  much  corre.spondence,  Inil  ipwards  the 
end  of  1913  tlie  actual  repairs  were  proceeded  with. 


At  Fieldeu’s  Brid^'e  4d  houses  were  inspected,  each  con- 
sistinp'  of  one  room  on  the  gT'ound  ttoor  and  one  bedroom  on 
tlie  first  floor.  The  ground  rooms  have  a window  area  equal 
to  ab4)ut  1-24  of  the  floor  space;  the  bedrooms  are  of  the  attic 
type,  the  height  varying  from  4f  feet  at  the  eaves  to  8^  feet 
at  the  ridge,  the  ligliting  to  floor  area  being  about  1-30  ; the 
lower  room  ventilates  directly  into  the  upper  room  and  in 
some  of  the  houses  the  bedroom  is  wflthout  a fireplace ; there 
ai’e  also  certain  minor  defects. 

One  closing  order  was  made  with  respect  to  a house  that 
nothing  short  of  rebuilding  could  have  made  it  fit  for  human 
hahitatiou. 

St.  Helen  A}f.chland. — Tlie  owners  having  failed  to 
carry  OTit  any  rej»airs,  closing  orders  were  made  relating  to 
six  of  the  houses  reported  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  the 
1912  annual  report.  At  the  end  of  1913  these  houses  were 
unoccupied.  One  ho\ise  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  been 
clos(>d  voluntarily. 

Bepairs  were  carried  out  relating  to  43  houses;  these  con- 
sisted of  new  floors,  windows,  and  general  repairs. 

BYERS  GREEN. — Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the 
Parish  Council  decided  that,  there  was  insufficient  house 
accommodation  at  Byers  Green,  and  made  a formal  complaint 
to  the  District  Council  requesting  the  latter  to  take  advantage 
ot  part  iii  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  1890. 
The  matter  is  receiving  the  consideration  of  the  District 
Council,  who  have  in.structed  their  officers  to  carry  out  a 
svstematic  in.spection  of  all  the  houses  at  Byers  Green,  taking 
sjiecial  note  of  conditions  of  overcrowding.  This  inspection 
is  hcMiig  carried  out  as  spet'dily  as  possible.  Towards  the  end 
of  llai’cli,  1914,  no  doubt  as  the  result  of  the  nublicity  given 
to  the  ( <)mi)laint  made  by  the  Parish  Council,  a private  builder 
bought  land,  and  submitted  plans  for  ten  lumses  for  the  work- 
ing classes,  which  he  proposes  to  erect  forthwith. 


Cnitndnv. — Duririp;'  the  year  5 houses,  2 heiny  hack  to 
hack)  were  made  into  tlii'ce  good  honscs ; the  iwo  bardc  to  hack 
lioiioes  were  converted  into  a sino-le  throngli  lionse,  of  the 
lionses  reported  as  unfit  during  191?,  S were  sufficiently  remediefl 
to  remove  them  from  the  class  of  “ Unfit  for  liuman 
liahitation.” 

El'iim.  — Tlie  ownors  of  the  colliery  (Messrs.  Pease  & Partners, 
Ltd.)  are  gradually  renovating  the  existing  insanitary  dwellini-s 
in  tlie  village,  raising  the  roofs,  providing  each  house  with 
a self-contained  yard.  The  alterations  are  being  carried  out 
according  to  the  building  hye-laws  in  force  in  the  district. 
The  owners  with  the  first  houses  altered,  instead  of  raising 
the  roofs,  provided  large  dormer  windows,  and  although  this 
was  a great  improvement  on  the  original  conditions,  was  less 
satisfactory  than  the  raising  of  the  roofs  as  now  carried  out 
and  depicted  by  the  photographs  produced  on  the  opposite 
page. 

Esconih. — There  is  ample  hoiise  accommodation  in  this 
township,  especially  in  the  village  of  Witton  Park,  see  page  27 
of  this  report.  Owing  to  no  demand  for  hou.ses  these  are  not 
kept  in  repair. 

During  the  year  the  following  improvements  were  carried 
out  in  the  village  of  Escomb : — 22  ashclosets  were  provided 
in  place  of  insanitary  privy  mid.dens,  coal-hoiises  provided  and 
yards  cemented  to  15  houses,  4 single  apartment  houses  were 
made  into  two  double  apartment  dwellings.  In  the  village 
of  Witton  Park  8 dilapidated  houses  were  renovated. 

Evenwond  and  Earonij. — Towards  the  close  of  the  year 
the  North  Deechhurn  Coal  Comi)any  were  carrying  out  exten- 
sive improvements  to  48  houses  at  Copeland  Pow  and  Chapel 
Street,  ])roviding  where  possible  a self-contained  yard  and 
•scidleiy  to  each  house.  The  Company  have  also  undertaken  to 
provide  dormer  windows  to  the  back  bedrooms. 

ffchaingtnn  Ron'. — d’wenty-two  of  the  houses  inspected 
during  the  yeai'  w(‘rc  of  the  hack-to-hack  type,  hut  of  these  8

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have  heen  put  into  a fit  state  except  that  through  veutilatiou 
has  not  heen  provided. 

In  tins  township  there  is  at  present  insufficient  house 
acconiinodation,  hut  so  far  private  enterprise  has  been  active, 
for  dTiring  1912  no  fewer  than  51  dwelling  houses  for  the 
working  classes  had  been  erected,  during  1913,  70  and  at  the 
beginning  of  1914  a plan  for  50  workmen’s  dwellings  was 
presented  by  one  buildei’. 

During  1912,  of  the  57  houses  found  unfit  for  human 
habitation  45  were  in  the  village  of  Sunnyhrow,  and  the 
Distinct  Council  have  been  ui’ging  the  owneis  to  proceed  more 
rapidly  with  the  provision  of  suitable  houses  for  their  work- 
men, in  place  of  the  inaiij^  that  ai-e  at  present  unfit  for  human 
hahitation.  Although  the  owners  have  carried  out  extensive 
improvements  during  the  last  two  years  much  remains  to  he 
done.  4'owaids  the  beginning  of  1914  they  had  undertaken  to 
to  demolish  forthwith  all  the  houses  in  Central  and  Chapel 
Streets  and  erect  on  the  sites  modern  dwellings  for  their 
workmen.  The  old  and  new  type  of  workmen’s  dwellings  in 
the  village  of  Sunnyhrow  are  depiided  by  the  photographs  on 
the  opposite  page, 

11  unwick  and  U.  el  min  (j  ton. — In  this  township,  although 
all  the  available  houses  are  occupied,  there  is  no  known 
demand.  One  of  the  collieries  in  the  vicinity,  which  in  1911 
employed  Ibl  men,  was  closed  down  during  1913. 

Tliere  are  a large  number  of  hack-to-hack  houses  in  the 
village  of  H unwick,  ami  most  of  the.se  are  pi-ovided  wdth 
(doset  accommodation  on  the  conservancy  system  without 
proper  means  <jf  access  for  scavenging  purposes.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  under 
Section  36  of  the  the  Piihlic  Health  Act  1875,  to  provide 
sufficient  water  closets  for  58  hoTises. 

One  house  found  unfit  for  human  hahitation  has  since 
been  converted  into  a wash-house  for  the  adjoining  tenants. 


^lerringUm. — Of  the  lionses  iiispecterl  1 was  unfit  for 
liuniaii  hahitatioii,  ]T  lia<l  seiaous  .saoilary  defects,  T of  the 
latter  hoin«'  hach-to-hack.  Of  the  reiiiai]iiii<>'  10  some  had 
damp  walls,  some  insufficient  light,  and  some  dilapidated. 

M iddlcstone. — Of  the  8 houses  iiisn(>(ded  1 was  unfit  for 
human  hahitation,  the  latter  cottage  being  unoccupied,  and 
the  owner  has  iindertaken  not  to  relet  it  until  made  in  all 
respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  hahitation.  Six  were  of  the 
hack-to-baok  type. 

North  Bedhiirn. — Of  the  10  houses  inspected  0 had  serious 
sanitary  defects — one  had  a room  over  a stable  (this  the  owner 
has  promised  to  remedy);  two  had  insufficient  lighting  area. 

Wed  Anchland . — Owing  to  fewer  men  being  emT)loyed  at 
the  colliery  there  is  ample  house  accommodation,  and  this 
allowed  the  Council  to  deal  with  insanitary  dwellings. 

One  area  known  as  Stokoe’s  yard  and  Diamond  Terrace 
was  so  congested  that  witlumt  demolishing  certain  houses, 
nothing  of  a permanent  improvement  co\ild  he  carried  out. 
The  owners  (Messrs  Bolkow,  Vaughan  & f’on'pany,  Tdd.)  sub- 
mitted a scheme  involving  the  demolition  of  three  dwelling 
hoiises  and  a number  of  insanitary  privy  middens,  and  with 
the  purchase  of  land  from  the  adjoining  owner  allowed  24 
houses  to  be  provided  with  self-contained  or  joint  yard 
accommodation,  and  a proper  street.  This  scheme  the  Council 
ai)proved  of,  and  the  actual  imi)rovements  w('re  nearing  com- 
pletion by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  benefit  of  this  improve- 
ment can  best  be  realised  by  ('omparing  a ground  plan  of  the 
former  with  the  present  conditions.  This  is  .shown  by  the 
plans  on  the  o])posite  page,  kindly  ])i(‘])ared  by  ^Ir  Chai'les 
He, slop,  the  Sanitary  Surveyor. 

A row  of  8 houses  at  Post  Office  S(|uare,  i-egarding  8 of 
which  closing  orders  had  been  made,  the  Council  decided  to 
purchase,  in  order  to  carr}’  nut  a needed  road  improvement, 
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a.ml  to  reimtvc  an  obstnictiou  to  tlie  liglit  and  ventilation  of 
the  adjoining  dwellings. 

( )f  the  ()  houses  i-egardiug  wliicli  closing  orders  were  made 
luring  1912,  4 were  demolished  and  2 partially  remedied. 

One  house  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  unoccupied  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  owner  has  undertaken  not  to  relet 
it  until  made  fit. 

A large  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  this  township  are 
provided  with  closet  accommodation  on  the  conservancy  system 
without  projier  access  for  scavenging.  The  Council  have 
asked  that  these  houses  be  inspected,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  had  served  notices  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  on  owners  of  41  houses  to  provide  sufficient  water 
closets. 

W'ith  regard  to  9 houses  (Brewery  Cottages)  represent- 
ations were  made,  bxit  the  owners  requested  the  Council  not 
to  make  closing  orders  as  they  (the  owners)  were  considering 
a scheme,  and  would  submit  the  same  to  the  Council;  this 
had  not  been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  three  of  the 
houses  were  then  unoccupied. 

During  the  year  27  notices  were  served  under  Section  15 
of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  Act  1909,  but  only 
part  of  the  work  specified  in  the  notices  had  been  carried  out. 

\V estertun.~Oi  the  21  houses  inspected  11  had  serious 
sanitary  defects,  such  as  dampness  and  dilapidation. 

Witlon  Ic  Wear. — The  19  houses  inspected  were  considered 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  Council  made  closing  orders  relating  to  10  houses 
(not  applicable  to  Section  15)  and  notices  were  served  under 


Section  15  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning,  etc.  xict  1909 
relating  to  the  remaining  9 houses. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  these  houses  were  only 
partially  remedied. 


Street  Making. 

During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  work  under  the 
Private  Street  Works  Act  (as  represented  by  an  expenditure 
of  £760)  was  carried  out  by  the  Council.

The  Sanitary  Authorities  have  control  over  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Hospitals  through  their  representatives  on  the 
Board. 

The  Physician'  to  Auinher  2 Hospital  advises  me  that  they 
have  not  the  luirsing  staff  to  enable  them  to  admit  patients 
under  two  years  of  age.  The  matter,  I under.stand,  is  receiving 
the  consideration  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

During  the  year  at  least  seven  cases  were  admitted  from 
the  Auckland  Rural  District  that  were  not  notified  to  that 
Authority. 

At  present  there  is  no  official  return  of  admissions  or 
discharges  received  by  the  tSanitary  Authority. 

The  Ho.spitals  for  ordinary  Infectious  diseases  are : — 
No.  1 (20  beds)  situated  at  Tindale  Crescent  in  the  town.ship 
of  St.  Andrew,  and  No.  2 (20  beds)  sitiiated  at  Helniington 
Row  in  the  township  of  Helmington  Row. 

Three  diseases  can  be  isolated  in  each  of  the  Hospitals  at 
the  same  time.  The  table  on  page  71  sho'vs  that  310  ca.ses 
were  admitted  from  the  Rural  district  of  Auckland.  During 
the  early  ])art  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  S(‘arlet 
Fever,  the  accommodation  proved  insufficient.  The  Hospital 
Board  lias  been  granted  a loan  for  extending  the  accommodation 
in  each  Hospital  for  14  extra  beds,  and  the  aclnal  buildings 
aie  now  nearing  completion.  The  two  Hospitals  will  he  able 


to  accommodate  08  adult  patients  (2,000  cubic  feet  for  each 
patient). 

The  Smallpox  TTospital  is  situated  in  the  township  of  Byers 
Green 

The  medical  staff  of  the  Hospitals  is  separate  and  distinct 
from  that  of  the  Auckland  Rural  district.

THE  BACTERIULUGICAL  WORK  is  carried  out  at  the 
Bacteriological  Department  of  the  College  of  Medicine, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

Most  of  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  realise  the 
importance  of  Bacleriology  as  an  aid  to  diagnosi®,  and  take 
advantage  of  the  arrangement  made  hy  the  County  Council. 

D.— Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute 
Infectious  Diseases, 

During  the  year  679  cases  (including  Tuberculous  cases) 
were  notified,  as  against  1401  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
decline  is  mainly  due  to  the  diminished  number  of  Scarlet 
Fever  cases. 


The  number  of  cases  notified  week  by  week  of  each  disease 
is  given  on  the  table  on  page  (19,  and  the  same  is  diagra- 
metically  represented  for  Enteric  Eever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Scarlet  Eever  on  the  chart  facing  page  70. 

The  following  comparative  incidence  of  diseases  is  that 
supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  figures  for 
1912  are  based  on  the  census  population  of  1911,  that  of  1913 
on  the  estimated  population  of  1912. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Eever  in  the  Auckland  Eural 
District  for  1913  was  7 ’02  per  1000  of  the  population  as  against 
19 ‘23  for  the  preceding  year. 

Eor  1913  the  district  had  the  fourth  highest  incidence 
of  the  disease  of  the  14  Eural  Districts  in  the  County;  and 
was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  neighbouring  Urban 
District  of  Crook  (with  6 ’44)  and  the  administrative  County 
of  Durham  (with  5 '93). 

The  incidence  of  some  of  the  districts  in  the  neighbour- 
ing County  of  Northumberland  showed  a higher  incidence 
than  that  of  the  district. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district  was  137 
during  1913  as  against  1'82  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  administrative  County  (with 
1'53)  and  in  the  neighbouring  Urban  District  of  Crook  (with 
U93)  was  higher  than  that  of  the  district. 

The  incidence  of  Enteric  Eever  for  1913  was  0’51  as 
against  0-32  for  the  preceding  year,  that  for  the  administrative 
County  for  1913  being  0'38,  and  for  the  total  of  Eural  Dis- 
tricts in  the  County  0'45,  both  being  slightly  lower  than  that 

of  the  district. 

The  incidence  of  Puerperal  Eever  for  1913  was  002  as 
against  0'05  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  incidence  of  Erysipelas  for  1913  was  0‘83  as  against 
0-98  for  1912.

At  each  Isolation  Hospital  there  is  a steam  disinfector  (steam 
under  pressure)  and  the  Distinct  Council  have  made  arrangements 
with  the  Hospital  Board  for  the  latter  to  carry  out  the  disin- 
fection of  clothing,  bedding,  &c. 

The  District  Council  employs  a man  part  of  whose  duty  is  to 
disinfect  rooms  after  the  removal,  recovery,  or  death  of  a patient 
suffering  from  an  infectious  disease.  Houses  are  disinfected  by 
fumigation  with  sulphur  or  formaline  A'apour,  and  disinfectants 
are  supplied  to  occupiers  of  infected  houses.

SOURCE  OE  INFECTION.— Of  the  cases  notified,  2 
were  imported,  1 was  probably  infected  by  a sister,  5 prob- 
ably by  two  “ missed  ” cases — (a  specimen  of  blood  from 
one  of  these  gave  the  agglutination  reaction). 

A small  epidemic  of  9 cases  in  one  short  street  probably 
originated  from  a “ missed  ” case,  but  unfortunately  I was 
not  able  to  get  a specimen  of  blood  from  this  person,  as  he 
had  left  the  district. 

Many  of  the  cases  were  very  mild,  a number  having  heen 
diagnosed  on  the  strength  of  the  agglutination  test,  and  I 
have  no  doubt,  but  for  the  use  made  hy  medical  practitioners 
of  bacteriology  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis,  the  nature  of  the 
illness  of  some  of  those  notified  would  have  been  overlooked. 

HOSPITAL  ISOLATION.— With  the  exception  of  4— 
1 of  which  had  proved  fatal  hy  the  time  notification  was 
received — all  the  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.

Scarlet  Fever, 

The  epidemic  which  set  in  towards  the  end  of  1011  con- 
tinued throughout  1912,  declining  towards  the  end  of  the 
first  quarter  of  1013. 

The  epidemic  originating  in  the  western  portion  of  the 
district,  probablj-  from  the  adjoining  districts,  gradually 
.spread  eastwards  along  the  main  communication  roads 
between  the  various  villages.  Nearly  half  of  the  cases 
notified  during  1913  came  under  observation  during  the  first 
(juarter. 

During  the  year  397  cases  were  notified  as  against  1122 
for  1912,  the  former  being  equivalent  to  6‘61,  and  the  latter 
of  18‘93  per  lOOU  of  the  population.  Two  patients  were  each, 
notified  twice  during  the  year,  one  of  these  a few  days  after 
being  di.schai-ged  from  hospital  developed  a .severe  attack  of 
the  disease ; on  each  occasion  the  i)atieut  suffered  from  a 
genuine  attack.  The  other  case  notified  was  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Lever  the  second  time  notified.

C 
pel  cent,  of  the  eases  were  removed  to  lio-siiital,  and  if  the 
hos])ital  accommodation  had  not  proved  insufHcient  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  yinir  many  more  would  have  been  removed. 

As  during  tlu*  lu'cceding  year,  mild  unrecognised  cases 
proved  an  important  factor  in  the  dissemination  of  the  disease, 
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no  fewer  tlian  40  of  tliose  notified  only  eanio  under  obsorvnfion 
after  the  first  week  of  tlie  illness. 

The  following'  tables  show  a decided  advantage  in  hospital 
isolation  as  regards  secondary  oi'  subsequent  eases  among 
inmates  in  the  same  households.  The  first  table  takes  house- 
holds as  a basis,  the  second  table  susceptible  iudividuals  in 
the  households  (/.c.  those  members  iu  the  household  of  all 
ages  who  had  not  before  suffered  from  the  disease),  and  the 
third  table  susceptibles  (as  above  defined)  under  14  years  of 
age. 

The  latter  table,  which  perhaps  gives  as  true  an  index 
of  the  condition  as  anj'  of  the  three,  shows  that  on  that  basis 

about  four  times  as  many  subsequent  cases  occui’red  in  households 
where  patients  were  isolated  at  home.

MEAvSLES  was  prevalent  in  the  following  townships: — 
Biuchester,  Conndon,  Evenwood  and  Barony,  North  Bedhurn, 
and  Lynsack  and  Softley. 

During  the  three  years  I9II-19I3  Measles  was  respon- 
sible for  t)3  deaths,  while  during  the  same  period  Scarlet 
Fever  was  only  responsible  for  31 — -a  peilod  when  the  latter 
disease  was  exceptionally  prevalent. 

With  these  figures  one  cannot  understand  why  the 
public,  as  a rule,  look  upon  Measles  as  a disease  of  little  or 
no  consequence.

The  luimber  of  cases  notified  does  not  give  a true  index 
of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  district  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis, for  no  fewer  than  28  deaths  occurred  during  the  year 
in  the  district  from  Tuberculosis  without  the  cases  being 
notified  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
1912,  and  seeing  Ifi  ca.ses  were  notified  only  a few  days  before 
death  suggests  that  notification  is  being  deferred  until  late  in  the 
disease.

The  Council  liave  given  inslructions  that  dwelling  houses 
wliere  Tuberculous  patients  reside  should  l)e  deemed  as  selected 
houses  for  inspection  under  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17 
of  the  IToiising  and  Town  Thinning,  etc.  Act  1909. 

The  arrangement  suggested  in  the  following  letter  hj’  the 
County  of  Durham  Sanatorium  Sub-Committee  have  been 
agreed  to  by  the  Di, strict  Council : — 

“ Dear  Sir, 

“ Prevention  and  Trent)iicnt  of  Tuhercnlosis. 

“ At  a recent  meeting  of  the  County  vSanatorium  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  the  question  of  co-operation 
between  the  County  Authority  and  the  Di.strict  Sanitary 
Authorities  in  respect  of  the  treatment  and  prevention  of 
Consumption  was  considered,  and  I was  in.structed  to  inform 
the  District  Sanitary  Authorities  throughout  the  County 
that  to  ensure  uniformity  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
County  in  the  work  of  Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis, the  Cf)unty  Council  are  willing,  as  sugge.sted  in  the 
memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Hoard  dated  (Jth 
December  la.st,  to  allow  their  assistant  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officers  to  undertake  duties  imposed  upon  Ihe  di.strict  Medical 
Officers  f)f  Health  by  Ibe  Tuberculosis  Pegulations  issued  by 
the  Board,  and  to  point  out  that  in  that  case  the  assistant 
County  Tuberculosis  Officers  would,  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Hegulations,  be  nominally  an  Officer  of  the  District  Council, 
and  would  assist  as  far  as  possible  the  District  Mediital 
Officer  of  Health  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Pegulations, 
provided  that  such  assi.stance  did  not  interfere  with  the  duties 
required  of  him  bj'  the  County  Council. 
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“ And  1 .shall  be  ohlij-od  it  you  will  bring  this  subjont 
bofore  your  Dislrirl  Council  at  an  early  (jpportrinity,  and 
act|uaint  me  with  1beir  views  tluncon.”

All  iuslituiioual  treatment  is  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council. 


F.— Investigation  of  Other  Diseases. 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 

SYPHIIjIS  and  (iOA’UltlllK JklA  is  not  unknown  in  the 
district,  but  to  wbat  extent  there  is  no  conclusive  evidence. 
There  are  no  facilities  for  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
treatment  in  the  di,strict  for  these  diseases,  biit  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  Council,  either  alone  or  Avitli  the  co-oi)eration 
of  the  County  Council,  should  not  give  facilities  for  at  least 
the  former  of  these. 

G.— Means  of  Preventing  Mortality  in 
Childbirth  and  in  Infancy. 

1XFAXT1LJ<:  MUKTALITY  is  the  annual  number  of 
deaths  undtu'  1 year  of  age  per  10(10  births  for  the  same  year. 

During  the  23  years  1801-1913  the  infantile  death  rate 
of  the  district  has  steadily  declined,  the  five  years  showing 
the  lowest  rates  being  within  recent  years.  The  Medical 
( (flicer  to  the  Local  Government  Hoard  in  liis  second  report 
on  Infant  and  Child  Mortality  issued  recently  writes  as 
follows: — ‘‘A  great  saving  of  child  life  has  been  effected 
in  the  last  few  years.  In  view  of  the  experience  of  1911,  it 
is  clear  that  this  saving  of  life  cannot  be  attributed  mendy 
C)  favourable  climatic  conditions.  It  can  be  claimed  with 
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liif>']i  i)i()l)al)ility  io  l)e  ilie  result  of  imi)rovc(l  saiiilarv  and 
lu)usinf>‘  eoiiditioiis,  of  more  efficient  nmnicii3al  and  domestic 
(deanliness,  of  ('dncation,  in  Ifyi^iene,  of  increased  sobi'iet\ 
of  the  ])oi)nlat ion , and  of  flic  widespread  awakenin<>'  to  tlie 
national  importance  of  cliild  mortality,  with  concentration 
on  efforts  of  child  welfare  work  siudi  as  had  jicA'cr  ])revionsly 
occurred.” 

Ta'-'le  IV  (of  L.Ct.B.)  on  page  85  gi'es  a detailed 
(dassihcation  of  the  nett  deaths  from  stated  causes  at  various 
ages  under  1 year  of  age. 

There  were  J(i  deaths  of  infants  in  which  a medical 
certificate  was  not  granted  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  and  with 
the  cxceijtion  of  two  deaths  due  to  violence,  no  formal  incpie.sts 
were  held.

(27’o  per  cent,  of  the  total  deallis),  equivalent  to  aii  annual 
Infant ile  death-rate  of  140  per  1000  births,  ar.d  compared 
with  that  of  1912  (with  the  lowest  Infantile  death-rate 
iH'corded)  shows  a decided  increase  diu'  mainly  to  an  increased 
death-rate  from  diarrboeal  and  respiratory  diseases,  the 
summer  climatic,  conditions  of  1010  being'  favourable  to  a 
high  diarrboeal  death-rate.

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The  Infantile  deatli-rate  of  the  district  (•oini)arcs 
nnfavonrahly  with  that  for  the  wlude  of  J'higland  and  Wales, 
1he  former  being  140  per  1000  births,  and  the  latter  109; 
that  for  England  and  AVales  less  than  241  larger  towns  is 
only  90  per  1000  births;  that  for  the  administrative  County 
of  Durham  being  13T,  which  is  slightl}'  lower  than  that  of 
the  district. 

The  County  Council  have  adopted  the  Xotification  of 
llirths  Act,  and  instituted  a Health  Visitors  Service  in  the 
County.  The  County  Council,  desirous  of  having  the  co- 
operation of  the  District  Council  have  communicated  as 
follows : — 

“ I am  directed  by  the  County  Health  Committee  to 
inform  your  Council  that  a County  Health  Service  has  now 
been  established  in  the  County,  and  the  County  Health  Com- 
mittee are  anxious  to  have  the  co-operation  of  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  throughout  the  County  in  the  efforts  to  reduce 
Infant  Mortality,  as  Avell  as  to  preA’ent  Tuberculosis.  With 
this  object  in  Anew,  the  County  Health  Committee  are  willing 
that  the  Health  Visitors  allocated  to  your  district  shall,  as 
far  as  possible,  act  under  the  directions  of  your  Medical 
Officer  pf  Health  in  respect  to  the  supervision  of  births 
rei)oz-ted  under  the  Notification  of  Dirths  Act,  and  the  borne 
Adsiting  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

“ Below  I give  the  names  and  the  addresses  of  the  Health 
Visitors  for  your  district,  and  they  will  receive  instructions 
to  put  themselves  into  communication  with  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

“ Th('  Health  Visitors  Avill  have  certain  other  duties  szich 
as  the  visiting  of  defectiA'O  scdiool  children,  but  they  have 
instructions  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  your  Medical 
( ftticer  of  Health,  provided  they  do  not  interfere  Avith  the 
duti('s  i'e(|uired  of  them  In*  the  County  Council.'’ 


^riio  District  f'ouiicil  luivc  ayrecd  to  ttiis  iuraii<>'enioiit 
proposed  by  the  County  llealtli  Coiinnittee,  and  at  the  end 
ot‘  the  year  tliere  wen'  tliree  Ilealtli  Visitors  eacli  liaving-  as 
])art  of  tlieir  district  an  area  situated  in  the  Aiickland  IDiral 
District,  and  already  their  services  are  bein<>'  appi'eciated  by 
the  niotliers  visited,  whiclt  is  almost  a certain  sign  of  the 
ultijiiate  success  of  tlie  ser\'ice. 

Towai-ds  the  (dose  of  tlie  year  tlie  Council  decided  to  take 
steps  to  have  Ophthalmia  Veonatorum  comi)ulsori]y  notifiable 
under  tlie  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  1889,  but  as  the 
Local  Oovernim'nt  Hoard  has  recently  issued  an  order  under 
Section  180  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875,  making  the  pro- 
vision for  the  notification  of  the  disease  throughout  the 
country,  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  Coum'il  proceeding 
further  with,  regard  to  their  resolution. 

The  (doset  accommodation  in  the  distinct  is  mainly  on  the 
conservanev  system,  and  no  doubt  is  a very  important  factor 
in  the  causation  of  the  high  Infantile  Mortality,  but  on  the 
8rd  Marcdi,  1914,  the  Coumdl  decided  to  put  into  force  Section 
89  of  the  Public.  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907  with 
regard  to  new  houses. 

Insanitary  houses  whifdi  are  detrimental  to  inmates  of  all 
ages  have  receivc'd  considerable  attention  from  the  Council 
during  the  past  year. 

Overcrowding,  wbicli  is  ininrions  to  the  health  of  both 
infant  and  adult,  is  common  in  the  district,  and  at  the  last 
censii.s  14,407  oi'  24  "9  per  cent,  of  tlie  population  was  found 
living  in  houses  having  more  than  2 persons  iier  room.  This 
matter  is  more  fully  set  out  in  another  part  of  the  report. 

The  lack  of  knowledge  of  infant  management  on  the  part 
of  young  mothers  no  doubt  influences  tbe  infant  death-rate, 
but  owing  to  tbe  Healtb  Visitors  Sei-vice.  tin’s  it  is  Imped,  will 
be  less  felt  in  tbe  future. 


IIvLEniTIMACY. — Dnriii<?  the  yenr  71  ille'J'itiinate 
l)irt]is  were  registered  heloiiging  to  tlie  district,  and  during 
tlie  same  period  18  iliegitiniate  cliildren  died;  tiiis  woTild  t)e 
equivalent  to  an  infant  Mortality  nearly  double  of  what 
occurred  among'  children  horn  in  wedlock.  Although  these 
figures  have  to  be  considered  with  caution,  still  there  is  no 
doubt  that  illegitimacy  does  intUience  the  Infant  Mortality. 

Districts  with  a high  Infantile  ifortality  also  have  a 
higher  death-rate  up  to  five  years  of  age,  and  in  such  di.sfricfs 
the  general  death-rate  at  other  ages  is  higher  than  in  districts 
with  a low  Infant  Mortality. 

The  inference  is  that  many  conditions  which  operate  in 
the  causation  of  a high  Infant  Mortality  are  deti'imental  to 
the  health  of  the  general  population. 

H.—VHa!  Statistics  of  the  District. 

The  popiilation  of  the  year,  estimated  on  the  increase 
during  the  decade  1901-1911,  was  calculated  to  he  59,997. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  whole  district  during  1913  and 
previous  years  is  given  on  page  91. 

DID  TITS. 

DTiring  the  year  there  were  1811  births  (913  males,  898 
females)  compared  with  1911  for  the  preceding  year,  the 
former  being  equivalent  to  30'1S  per  1000  of  tlie  po})nlation  and 
the  latter  to  32'25. 


The  table  on  iiage  100  shows  that  the  birth-rate  per  1000 
of  the  total  ])opulation  has  gradually  diminished  fi'om  37 
during  1901  to  30'18  for  1913.  It  is  to  be  hopisl  that  tlie 
commission,  which  at  present  is  enquiring  into  the  causes 
that  influence  the  hiith-rate,  may  elicit  useful  information. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Auckland  Dural  District  is 
I'elatively  high  when  conqiared  with  that  for  Tingland  ami

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Wnltis,  Uu“  former  beiiiif  ijO’lS  iind  llie  latter  28'!)  ))er  lOOO 
of  tlic  i)oi)u]ati())i , tliat  fo]'  llie  adujiiii.strative  County  of 
Durham  heiii^  8U'(>,  wliieli  i.s  .slightly  higher  than  that  of  the 
district. 


The  natural  increase  of  tlie  population  is  the  diiferonce 
between  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  for  tlie  same  period, 
and  as  the  derdine  in  the  death-rate  docs  not  keep  pace  witli 
that  of  the  birth-rate,  there  i-t  a gradual  diminished  ratio 
added  to  tlie  population.  This  is  demonstrated  by  the 
following  table  for  the  period  1891-1913.  The  year  1912, 
which  shows  the  com^^arativel}'  high  natural  increase  of  19’16, 
had  an  exceptionally  low  death-rate,  mainly  due  to  the 
diminished  Infantile  Moitality  for  that  year. 

During  the  decade  19U1-1911  the  natural  increase  of  the 
population  (the  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  10,184,  but 
the  census  enumeration  onh-  showed  an  increase  of  G,833, 
therefore  during  the  decade  emigration  exceeded  immigration 
bj'  3,351.  In  other  words,  .supposing  that  during  the  ten 
years  1901-1911  no  outsiders  had  come  to  reside  in  the  Auck- 
land Kural  Di.strict,  3,351  of  the  population  would  have  left 
the  district. 
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DEATHS. 


T;il»le  HI  of  tlie  Local  Govei-mueiit  Board  on  page  *.).o 
gives  a detailed  classification  of  the  causes  of  and  the  ages 
at  death  during  1913.  The  table  is  classified  according  lo 
the  “ Short  List  ” of  the  Registrar  (leueral,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  No.  19  (Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis)  which  includes 
deaths  at  all  ages,  instead  of  only  under  two  years  of  age 
as  in  the  “ Short  List  ” of  the  Kegistrar  General. 

Excluding  11  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in 
the  disti'ict,  and  including  53  deaths  of  residents,  which  occurred 
without  the  district,  during  1913  there  were  929  deaths 
allocated  to  the  district.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual 
death-rate  of  15‘48  per  1000  of  the  population,  but  as  the 
death-rate  is  influenced  hy  the  age  and  sex  incidence  of  the 
population,  the  Registrar  General  furnishes  a standardizing 
factor  (1‘0112  foi-  the  Auckland  Rural  District)  which  when 
multiplied  hy  the  death-rate  (crude)  of  the  district,  gives  the 
standardized  death  rate,  namely,  that  which  would  have 
occurred  in  the  district  had  the  populatimi  been  the  same  as 
regards  sex  and  age  as  that  of  England  and  Wales  at  the 
census  1901.  The  standardized  death-rate  thus  obtained  for 
the  year  1913  was  15’6  per  lOQO  of  the  population. 

In  60  deaths  there  was  no  medical  certificate  granted  as 
to  the  cause  of  death,  30  of  these  were  due  to  violence,  in 
connection  with  29  of  which  a coroner’s  inquest  was  held. 
AVith  the  remaining  30  only  8 inquests  were  held. 

In  England  and  Wales  8‘4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths 
were  either  inquest  cases  or  deaths  from  uncertified  causes, 
and  in  the  Auckland  Rural  District  3'98. 

In  England  and  Wales  7'2  per  cent,  ^\'ere  inquest  eases,  and 
in  the  Auckland  Rural  District  3‘98. 

In  England  and  Wales  1‘2  per  cent  were  from  nncertilied 
causes,  and  in  the  Auckland  Rural  District  3'r2,  or  nearly 
three  times  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales.
